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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Maryann T. Puglielli on October 29, 2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1, line 1, the term "composition" has been deleted and the term — 
method— has been inserted therefor. In line 2, after the term "comprising", the text — 
applying to the skin a composition comprising-- has been inserted. 

In the first line of claims 4, 5, 8, 11, 12, 13 and 14, the term "composition" has 
been deleted and the term —method— has been inserted therefor. 

Claims 15-16 and 18 have been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Gil et al. US 
5,066,500 (Gil) is the closest prior art. Gil teaches compositions of infant formulas and 
clinical nutrition products enriched with nucleosides and/or nucleotides having 
enhanced physiological properties; however, Gil does not teach or suggest using said 
compositions for promoting collagen production by applying the composition to the skin. 
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The examiner acknowledges that applicants do not agree that Gil renders the 
previously prosecuted composition claims unpatentable, but have agreed to the 
Examiner's Amendment solely to advance prosecution and expedite allowance of the 
allowed method claims. Applicants reserve the right to pursue any canceled subject 
matter and to address Gil in a future continuation application.
